As you recall, the District previously wrote to you regarding your Right To Know Request received 
May 21, 2019 as the District was invoking a 30 day extension pursuant to the Right to Know law. This 
letter shall serve as your 30 day response. 

Your request consisted of three individual items. Your Right to Know Request is denied and I will 
address each of your requests separately below: 

REQUEST 1 

Records showing the use of the assets forfeiture funds on the Vigilant Solutions/ Motorola 
Solutions program described in the May 20, 2019 presentation. 

This Request is denied. There are no responsive records to this request. 

REQUEST 2 

Records showing the policies and procedures for the use of the program described in the May 20, 
2019 presentation. 

This Request is denied pursuant to Section 708 (b)(2) of the Right to Know law which allows an 
agency to deny a request that would be reasonably likely to result in a substantial and demonstrable 
risk of physical harm to or the personal security of an individual 


REQUEST 3 
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All communications between Motorola Solutions, Vigilant Solutions, and Bensalem Township 
Police regarding the 2019 IACP Tech conference. 

This Request is denied. There are no responsive records. All communication was done over the 
phone.
